Third Annunl Meetlog of the Vessel Owners’
nod Captajas’ Asseocintion this Noon—Harbor
Muster's Fees and Uompnisery Pllotage.
This noon the third annual meeting of the

Vessel Owners' and Captains' Association was

held at its rooms, on Walnut street, above Front.

The attendance was large. John W. Everman,

Eeq., President, occupled the chair. The third

annunl report was read by the Secretary, Charles

H. $teelman. From It we make these extracts: —
“"There are now enrolled on our books, o good

standing, 894 members and 267 vessels,

“The Treasurer reports the total receipts at

::om'g. and the disbursements [or the year
978 12,

“On comparing the Treasureérs report with that
©f the previous year, it will be geen that onr recelpta
during the past year were 700 85 less than for the
previous year. Upon a llke comparison it will be
geen that while some (tems of expenditure have
been largely decreased, the agygregate has been (n-
cressed §249, This 8 noconnted for by the expenses
of the committee to Washington, the employment of
additional counsel, and the Incrensed number of
demufrage sulls that have been broaght doring the
Yenr.

“The matter of compulsory pllotage, Harbor Mas-
ter's and Port Warden's fees, still continues to oc-
cupy a large share of the attention of your board.
The case of the llots’ Assoclation of FPhiladelphia
against Captain Jonhn Garwood, of the rchobner It
W. Godfrey, which was mentioned In our Inst annaal
report, still remains unsettied, hoving beon deolded
in the Counrt of Common Pleas in favor of the Pilots’
Association, and an apprel] has been taken by your
board to the Supreme Couart of Pennsyivanli.

“In the matter of Harbor Master's fees we have
been more successful, and are pleased to say that it
Ccan be taken as o generisl principle that, anless ser-
vices are asked and rendered, no ¢lalm of this Kind
can be legally collected. On Tharsday (Febraary
£) the Harbor Master appiied to the Ulty Conncllg for
an appropriation of §100u to pay additlonal counsel
ecs o pontest the gquostion whether our vessals oan
not be compelled by law to report to him or the Port
Wiarden every trip. This request was referred to
the Finance Committee of Counclls, where It still ia,

“In this connection we would cite the oase of the
Harbor Master st Charleston, 8, C., agalnst the
schooper John M, Broomall, This was un action
Lrought agninst the sald schooner hr virtue of an
ordinnnee of the City Councils of Charleston, Impos-
ing a tax of 1% cent per ton on all vessels coming
from ports of other States. The decision In the case
wias a8 follows:—'The Constitation of the United
States provides that “No State shall, without the
congent of Congress, iay any duty on tonnage.” [t
dues not appear that the City Council, at the date of
the ordinance, had, or that it now has, the consent
of Congress to levy the duty thereon finposed., The
decres must be for the defendant, and (8 80 ordered
and adjudged,”

“We would also call your attention to the fact
that, after the 8d day of March, 1871, the authority
under which the city of Baltlmore exacts aud col-
lects atax of two cents per ton on vessels arriving
at that port will cease, and that no sach tax can
legally be collected after that time.”

The report also contains the proceedings of a
gpecinl meeting of 4he association held on the
14th of L ecember, 1870, relative to the depressed
condition of American commerce, and the mea-
sures, in its opiulon, necessary for the relief of
those branches im which it was more imme-
diately interested.

The annual report was then adopted.

Mr. Henry R. Edmunds moved that a com-
mittee of three be appolnted for the purpose of
consulting with the other vessel owners' assoel-
ations with a view of effecting a consolidation of
the vessel interests of the United States.

In gupport of this motion Mr. Edmunds de-
clared that he had learned from other associa-
tions of like pature that they wished such a
congolidation of all the vessel Interests of the
country, in order that all matters for the im-
Erovemenl of them might be consistently up-

eld. Belleving that this association was the
wealthiest and the largest of all, they desired it
to father all measures tending te the general
improvement of the vessel interesta.

Mr. Halllwell moved that the Board of Direc-
torg, instead of a committee, correspond and
consult with other associations relative to con-
golidation. This was agreed to.

The following officers, to serve for the ensu-
in{: year, were clected: —

There is now in Moyamenging one individoal
who, if all that is said against him be trae, is a
villain of the deepest dye. About ten days aro
Mayor Fox was in the receipt of atelegram from
Mesers. James MceDowell & Co., of Little Rock,
Arkansas, requesting him to cause to be arrested
one L. W. Hardwicke, who was represented as
on a wedding tour In this city, and promising
bis Honor that a requisition weuld be forih-
coming in a few days. The duty of hunting np
the fugitive was given to Officer George R.
Maguire, and that oflicial began a diligent
search. A few days ago, Officer Maguire was
called upon by a lawyer of this city, and re-
quested Lo arrest, a8 the lawyer said, a man by
the name of L. W. Hardwicke, who bad swin-
dled him out of a sum of money, Here were two
charges against the same man, and the desire,
on the part of Maguire, to capture Hardwicke
naturally increased. The lawyer and the officer
went to work, and it was not long before their
efforte weresuccessfnl., Hardwicke was arraizned
before Alderman McColgan, and will have a
further hearing to-morrow.

The commencement of the career of Hardwicke
as far as is known al present, was some time in
the beginning of the month of January, when he
WaS a passenger on a train going from Memphis
to Joackson, Tennessee. While op the cars he
made the acquaintance of an estimable young
Indy. He is a very fluent, persuasive young
man, and can personate a gentleman to perfec-
tion. He nsed all his arls, and finally succeeded,
by the aid of a string of les, luto persunding Ler
lf:al he was of no ordinary pattern; that he was
wealthy, and of distingulshed connections, ete,
ete. On the arrival of the train at Jackson, the
residence of the Indy, whose name wasa Miss
Calloway, Hardwicke, by an iogenlous pretense,
was invited to her home. He was introdaoced o
the family and aml:yecl ln the house a conslder-
able time, Mr, Calloway harboring him on the
supposition that be was a relative. Hardwieke
while there conducted himself with courtesy; he
epent money freely, talked like a book, quoted
moral dphllosophy, gave away books to
the children of the Bunday-school, represanted
that he did an immense business in Little Rock,
and that he had large consignments of cotton in
Memphis, ete, He had now secured the affec-
tions of the lady. He proposed, was accepted;
they were married and started on their marriage
tour for this city, where the former Miss Callo-
way has relatives living. Hardwicke flourished
for a time as hugely here as he did In Jackson,
but becoming ehort of funds he resumed the
practice of his profession. From a lawyer, a
relative of the bride, he recelved 8250 in cash,
beiog the amount of a draft on the First Natlonal
Bank of Lynchburg, Virgioia. The draft was
returned protested, and instantly the suspicions
of the attorney-at-law were aronsed. Hardwicke
wis arrested, as Lefore stated, and has been
commiited for a further bearing., He played a
eharp and desperale game wherever he went,
and many charﬁeﬁ are standiog agalust him. It
1s eald that be bas a wife and two children living
in Keokuk, lowa, and apother wile under the
pame of Balley reslding at present in Western
Virginia. There are now requisitions from the
Governors of both Maryland aud Virgioia, and
be will have sn exceedingly hard time of it
before he leaves Lthe clutches of the varlous
ofliclale,

The mean temperature of the month was 35303
deg., that of February, 1870, having been 3103,
while the average of the mean temperatures of
the month sinee 1700 has been 80'80. The high-
esl mean temperature on record for February s
41 08 deg., in 1857: the lowest being 2% deg., in
1815, 1836, and 1838. The highest point indi-
eatud durlng the month just closed was 60 deg.,
and the lowest 7°5 deg. on the Gth: the highest
for February, 1870, being 60 deg. on the 18th,
and the lowest 12 deg. on the 21at and 22d. The
wide range of 525 deg. shows the thermometer
to have toushed both extremes, but as a whole
the temperature of the month in this locallty
was but little above the average and therefore
very seasonable.

MINISTER WASHBURNE’S REPORT.

Letier fram Minlater Washburne to Mecretary
Fish—All Froperty of Americans Mafely Pro-
tected—CUonrteay and Conslderation of the
French Authoritlies—The Prussinn Legntion
and Germuns Proteoted—-Newspaper Abuase,
Wasnineron, Feb. 28.—The following let-
ter from Miuvister Washburne to Secretary Fish
will be read with great interest. He expresses
himeelf tbankful thet he remalned throughont
the siege, and does justice to the kindness and
courtesy extended by the French authorities: —

LEGATION OF THE UNITRD SvATES, PARIS, I"ab, b,
1871, —SIr: —During the past week the people of Paris
have been pattently and guletly awalting revictual-
ment snd agitating the question of the election of
members to the Natlonal Assembly which 18 to
convene at Bordeaux on the 12th inst.

Smal quantities of provisions have commenced
coming in to-day. The firat train contained snpplies
sent by the popmation of London tothe ulation
of Paris, These supplies have been distributed
among the twenty arrondissements in proportion to
their respective population, and are to be given out
only to the most necessitous, It will be but a short
time, 1 hope, before all can be reasonably svpplled,
The lower ciasses ln the city have, during the last
months of the slege, suifered untold miseries of
cold and hunger, and with a patience and fortitude
which does them greal] credit, Indeed, the sutfer-
fng of atl clusses has been very great, and it might
be said that all clusses have sustained the sullerings
and privations of the glege In & manner that muosy
excite the wonder and admiration of the wor a.

Now that the slege 18 over | am thankfal that |
have remained through 1t all, for I believe I have
been of some service to the interestds with which
1 have been charged. 1t {8 with pleasore that I am
enabled to state that 1 have succeeded (o protecting
all American property in Paris, and that no harm
has come to m‘ynl onr Americans who have re-
matned here, This statement must be qualided,
however, 80 A8 not to apply to the young American,
Mr. Swagar, whe lost Lls life by having his foot torn
to pleces by a Prussian shell, and to the two young
men whose property was destroyed by the bursting
of asnell in thelir apartments in the Latin quarter.

Several attempts were made to Interfere with
American property at diferent tmes, but | must do
the Government of the Natlonal Defense the credit
to say that "'°f have treated all soch mattors as I
bave deemed It necessary to bring to their atten-
tlon with the ntmost fairness and consideration,
in the first place it was proposed to quaarter the
Garde DMoblie In the American spartments; bat
urnn an application to M. Gambetta, then Minister
of the Interior, he gave an order that it should not
be done, Afterwards the olty authoritles pro-
posed & EBpecial tax npon the apsrtments of
the absent, which bore very heavily upon our
countrymen. 1 had & correspondence with M,
Jules Favre upon the suoject, which 1 had
the honor to transmit you, and by which you will
bave geen that the ciiy aunthorities were overruled
and the tax pot enforced, Then It was proposed to
Eut the re fugees from the naighboring villages who

ad come Into Paris into the apartments of gome of
the Americans. 1 resisted that, and the Intention
wis not carried out, and when the bombardment
tock place and the people from that part of the city
exposed to the she!s were driven oatf, it wus
proposed to shelter them (n the vacant apart-
ments In other parts of the city. Many of
the apartments of the Americans were threat-
ened In this way, but 1 gave orders that
in no casé wounld | conseut to have furnished apart.
ments of Americans ocoupled in this manner, and
I am happy to say that no apartment has thos boen
occupled. And, lastly, after the armistice was de-
clared and all the troops came iato the city another
attempt was made to quarter soldiers aad oMoeers
als0 In the vacant apartments of Americans, but I
g:oiﬂﬁul agalpet that and no apartment hasy yet

el oecupled In that way, I hope, therefore, that
when our country people retarn o their homes in
Paris they will find everything in as good condition
as when they left.

Very little damage has been done to the property
of the people of other natlonalitles with whoss pro-
tection I have been charged, At one early period
the house of a German, Mr. Hedler, was invaded by
the Guard Moblle in search of Prussian soles, and
some damage was done to the furniture. Upou m
representation of the matier to the Government,
Count de Keratry, who was then the Prefoct of Po-
lice, took the a promptly in hand, brought the
offepding parties 10 punishment, and permisted
agents selected by me to nssess the damages, which
were promptly pald. lmmediately after the break-
ing out of the war I took under my protection the
magunificent hotel of the Prussian Em in the
Rue de‘Lille. All of the persons who had charge of
itaown to the concierge had been expelled from
France, and as it seemed to be the objective point
of the hostility of the Parisian population, I had

L fesrs for Ite safety. 1 at once placed it under

@ charge of an American friend in Paris, who has
eéxercised A most vigilsot geardianship over it and
protected It from all harm.

While there has been a good deal of hostility
against me among & certain pumber of the populas
tion of Parls daring the liufu‘ and while I have besn
gssalled In the clubs and In the newspapers on
sccount of my protection of the Germans, 1 mve uo
oause whatever for complaint against the Govera-
ment of the National Defense, | have been treated
by them with the greatest kindness, and with all the
considerstion dué o me as the diplomatic repre-
sentutive of our conntry.
